Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  health  report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1954. 

The  population  remained  the  same  as  the  pervious  year. 

The  number  of  births  was  greater  than  in  1953,  as  was  the  numher 
of  deaths. 

There  was  no  infant  mortality  during  the  year. 

Cancer  mortality  was  one  greater  than  in  the  previous  year. 

There  was  one  death  from  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  variety. 


There  was  a continuation  of  the  epidemic  oif  whooping  cough  from 
the  end  of  the  previous  year  into  the  beginning  of  1954.  Two  cases  of 
Meningitis,  and  two  of  Pneumonia  were  notified.  There  were  no  cases 
of  food  Poisoning.

GENERAL. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Corwen. — The  supply  of  water  is  derived  from  Nant  Cawrddu  and 
two  unnamed  streams.  The  water  is  impounded  at  an  open  reservoir 
900  feet  above  sea  level,  with  a capacity  of  3i  millfion  gallons  piped 
to  a service  reservoir  of  104,000  gallons  at  665  feet  above  sea  level 
and  thence  to  the  town  by  6 inch  cast  iron  main.  The  water  is 
delivered  in  ,tio  the  mains  untreated.  The  supply*  to  the  town  was 
well  maintained  throughout  the  year. 
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Carrog. — The  supply  of  water  derived  from  springs  is  piped  to  a 
service  reservoir  witli  a capacity  of  25,000  gallons.  Although  the 
supply  is  affected  by  drought,  the  service  to  the  village  was  fairly  well 
maintained  during  the  year. 

Cynwyd. — ddds  village  lias  a reliable  supply  of  water  piped  to  a 
service  reservoir  with  a capacity  of  30,000  gallons.  The  water  is 
plumbo-solvent  and  is  untreated, 

Lland  rilfo. — ^The  source  of  supply  is  from  springs  above  Blaendre 
Uchaf,  and  is  piped  to  a service  reservoir  with  a capacity  of  30,000 
gallons.  The  supply  is  very  inadequate;  tlie  water  is  plumbo-solvent. 

Gwyddelwern. — The  scheme  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  village 
from  Corwien  was  completed  during  the  year.  The  water  will  be  taken 
from  the  Corwen  supply  until  the  Corwen  and  District  Scheme  from 
Cynwyd  is  in  operation  when  the  source  will  be  Cynwyd. 

Glyndyfrdiwy. — The  village  has  two  separate  public  supplies  and  one 
private  supply.  The  greater  part  of  the  village  is  supplied  from  two 
smiall  tanks  at  Ty  Ucha’r  Bont.  The  supply  is  very  rmSatisfactory 
both  as  regards  the  quantity  and  capacity  of  the  tanks.. 

Bettws  G.G. — 'The  village  is  supplied  from  a service  reservoir  with 
a capacity  of  30,000  gallons  deriving  its  supply  from  the  Birkenhead 
Aqueduct. 

Melin-y-Wig. — Water  is  supplied  by  service  main  from  the  Birken- 
head Aqueduct. 

General. — Veiy  little  progress  was  made  during  the  year  on  the 
Corwen  and  District  Water  Scheme.  Owing  to  the  wet  summer  none 
of  the  village  supplies  were  curtailed. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Corwen. — The  town  of  Cbrwen  is  well  sewered,  the  whole  of  the 
properties  being  sewered  with  the  exception  of  12  houses  which  are 
drained  to  Septic  Tanks.  The  sewers  discliarga  direct  into  the  River 
Dee  and  this  method  of  disposal  is  very  unsatisfactory.  Plans  for  a 
Disposal  Works  near  the  sewer  outfall  h/ave  been  prepared  and  it  is 
lioped  that  the  work  will  be), carried  out  in  the  near  future. 

Carrog. — Tlie  village  is  not  sewered,  but  most  houses  are  drained 
with  connections  to  Sieptic  Tanks  and  Cesspools.  A Sewerage  ajid 
Sewage  Disposal  Solieme  has  been  prepared  for  the  village. 
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Cynwyd. — Part  of  tli&  villagie  is  sowered  with  outfall  to  tlie  River 
Dee.  The  other  part  of  the  village  has  no  sewer,  and  many  houses 
have  no  means  of  disposal  of  slop  water.  Conditions  are  very  un- 
satisfactory. During  the  year  work  wias  completed  on  the  laying  Of  a 
sewer  from  12  new  houses  and  the  construction  of  the  Settling  Tank 
which  will  form  pa.rt  of  the  maiin  sewage  disposal  csheme. 

Bettws  Gwerfd  Goch. — A Sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  has 
Ireen'  prepared. 

Glyndyfrdwy. — The  village  is  partly  sewered.  8 houses  erected  by 
by  the  Couaicil  have  Elsan  Closets  and  are  drained  to  a Cesspool.  Con- 
ditions are  very  unsatisfactoiy  but  it  is  hoped  that  work  on  the  new 
scheme  will  commence  in  1954.

Gwyddelwern. — Work  was  continued  dui'ing  the  year  on  the  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  the  village. 

General. — With  the  oomstructdion  of  the  schemes  in  the  various  vill- 
ages the  question  of  regular  maintenance  becomes  important,  as  it  is 
only  by  constant  attention  that  the  works  can  be  efficiently  maintained 
and  a satisfactory  effluent  discharged  from  the  works. 


HOUSING. 

There  are  166  houses,  3 flats.  1 shop'  owned  by  the  Council  in  the 
various  villages  made  up  as  follows: — 

Corwen: — 70  houses,  1 flat,  1 shop. 

Cynwyd: — 32  houses  and  2 flats. 

Llandrillo: — 26  houses. 

Gwyddelwern: — 4 houses. 

Carrog: — 14  houses. 

Glyndyfrdwy: — 12  liouses. 

Melin-y-wig: — 8 houses. 

During  the  year  10  houses  and  2 flats  were  completed  at  Cynwyd. 
9 houses  and  2 flats  were  commenced  at  Gwyddelwern.

REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  AND  SURVEYOR. 

E.  P.  JONES,  (C.R.  San. I.,  M.S.I.A.) 

The  district  is  regularly  inspected  and  'conditions  generally  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory  There  are  many  properties  in  the  district 
with  no  suitable  sanitary  arrangemients  for  drainage.  Little  progress 
cian  be  made  towards  raising  the  housing  standards  of  the  existing 
houses  until  the  various  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  which 
are  now  in  hand,  have  been  completed.  These  schemes  are  held  up 
because  of  shortage  of  water  to  the  villages  from  the  existing  supplies, 
but  it  is  hoped  that  the  comprehensive  Oorwen  and  District  Water 
Scheme  can  be  commenced  during  1954. 

Difiieulties  were  again  encountered  during  the  year  with  general 
maintenance  of  the  various  services  which  were  entirely  due  to  shortage 
of  labour.  It  appears  unlikely  that  the  position  will  improve  until 
conditions  of  wages  are  improved  to  compare  favourably  with  other 
industries. 

Rivers  and  Streams: — No  action  was  deemed  necessary. 

Shops  and  Offices: — No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  the 
Shops  Act,  1934  and  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  Some  improvements 
to  Sanitary  Accommodation  in  shops  were  made  during  the  year. 

Camping  Sites: — One  site  was  licenced  for  camping  during  the  year. 

Smoke  Abatement: — The  district  being  practically  an  agricultural 
area,  is  never  liable  to  nuisance  from  smoke. 


Swimming  Baths  and  Pools: — There  are  no  public  swimming  baths 
or  pools  in  the  area. 

Rat  Infestation: — The  survey  of  all  farms  in  the  district  was  com- 
pleted during  the  year.  The  action  taken  informally  has  considerably 
reduced  the  infestations  generally  throughout  the  district.

Milk,  Supply: — There  are  19  Producer-Retailers  and  3 Retailers  of 
milk  in  the  district  and  conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.
